WOMAN IN AND HER HOME. 
EMBROIDERY 


ART. 


AN ANCIENT 


needlework which can be engaged in 
either for amusement. recreation or de: 
corative effectiveness, perhaps embroidery is 
one of the most successfully employed all 
down the centuries trom the beginning of 
time. For no doubt this masterpiece manner 
of delineating objects with flat or raised work 
is a product of the very earliest epochs. 

e know now, from recent “' finds,” that 

it was in high repute in all those mighty 
States and kingdoms which bordered on the 
historic rivers of Mesopotamia and Chaldea, 
the robes of their kings and queens and nobles 
being enriched with intricate patterns formed 
by this fascinating art. 
, In the fifth chapter of Judges, and at 
the thirtieth verse, we have one of the 
earliest descriptions of this industry +—‘* To 
Sisera a prey of divers colours,’’ so pleads his 
adoring mother—‘‘a prey of divers colours 
of needlework, of divers colours of needle- 
work on both sides, meet for the necks of 
them that take the spoil.’ 

The Canaanite lady, in her pantings and 
eagerness aud anxiety, repeats the phrase 
three times, that give her prayer its deepest 
significance. And she roi includes 
garments worked ‘‘on both sides” as being 
more especially desirable Kitto tells us 
that the original word was ‘‘rikmah,” from 
a root which both in Hebrew and Arabic sig- 
nifies “to diversify,’’ particularly in colour. 

In China down to the present time the 
beautiful embroideries on both sides of the 
material are still hand-worked. An officer

dragged her from her house, and threw her 
on the ground, covering her riding habit 
with mud and dust, to the horror of the 
suites on both sides! And this was all be- 
cause she could not make up her mind to 
accept him! | 

He tehereupon determined to show her Ae 
had made up Ais! 

In many examples of ancient embroidery 
which survived the decay of time, we see 
that bead ornamentation had been effectively 
introduced. This has been proved by 
“finds” and pictures in many ruins alon 
the shores of the Tigris and Euphrates—an 
in the, tombs of Egypt. 

Bead work was, indeed, much used in cen- 
turies far, anterior to the departure of 
Abraham from his native city of Ur. Girdles, 
aud even aprons were enriched with this 
lovely kind of ornamentation. 

In the drawingroom of Gwydir Castle, 
North Wales, is a perfect gem of needlework 
on canvas, set in @ tall, finely-wrought fire- 
screen It is the work of Mary Queen of 
Scots. At what period of her chequered life 
the unfortunate Queen worked that still 
lovely pattern is not recorded, but the 
flowers still stand out in bold relief, as if 
asking that the ro Aen py embroideries may not 
be forgotten. indeed, in many noble 
houses a good jal of her handiwork is still 
carefully preserved. 

There are yet extant some examples of the 
talent of another unhappy lady, the beautiful 
Amy Robsart. One piece is exhibited in the 
Leicester Hospital at Warwick. It is

at one time quartered near Pekin gave a 
workwoman a piece of cloth, asking her 
she could put some casy pattern on it, so 
that he could use it as a table cover. 

She brought it back to him in a few weeks 
so elaborately covered with birds, flowers and 
trees, and even fishes, that he doubted at 
first if it was, indeed, his own piece of 
coloured stuff! It was entirely reversible 
work, like the embroidery the mother of 
Sisera coveted for her son! 

The young officer was almost afraid to ask 
the worker her charge for such an exquisite 
performance; and he was quite as much 
astonished. when she  hesitatingly and 
modestly replied that as she hadyto trace the 
design and supply the silks—she%yvould have 
to charge him one pound! He had been ex- 
pecting her to say £10 or £12 at the very 
least for such gorgeous work. 

It is to be hoped he increased her modest 
price ! 

it was the sight of a highly worked gar- 
ment of Babylon which was the principal 
cause of the débácle of Achan, as mentioned 
in the eighth chapter of Joshua. Evidently 
his eye was caught by its .richness and 
beauty, for he mentions it first before the 
gold and silver which he also embezzled. These 
are sidelights which show the extreme anti- 
quity of the art of embellishing with needle- 
wor 

An historic example of rare embroidery has 
come dow n to our own times in the 
celebrated “ Bayeux Tapistry, ' worked by 
Matilda of Flanders and the ladies of her 
court, when her husband William the Con- 
queror had secured for himself the Crown of 
England after the Battle of Hastings, in 
A.D. 1066. 

It is a wonderful reproduction of the battle 
in many of its minute details—the landing, 
the fight. the clash of arms, the charges of 
the cavalry are all and shiritedly depicted 
with force and reality. But what perhaps is 
most interesting to people of the present day 
is the truthful delineation of the costumes 
of the period—all so faithfully recorded on 
canvas by the Queen and her bevy of helpers. 

She had evidently forgiven William for his 
rough and ready manner of wooing when he 


| fruits and leaves and flowers—the kind now 


| cloth or cotton being cut out in the shape of 


| edging lines. 


evidently a portion of a counterpane or of a 
hanging for a bed, And it is worked in 
coloured silks, in large, freehand designs of 


so well known as “old English” patterns. 

The colours are wonderfully preserved, and 
the whole piece must have been very beautiful 
when it was first produced. 

A modern authority informs us that ‘‘em- 
broidery in ordinary dress was especially 
developed during the middle ages in Europe, 
when garments entirely ornamented by the 
needle were worn by those who could afford 
them, and heraldry offered an opportunity 
for designs upon the surcoats and tabrets of 
men-at-arms. The nations of Persia and the 
extreme East are the greatest masters of em- 
broidery in modern times, the examples most 
familiar in the West being the Indian shawls, 
Cashmere and chudder. - 

Pope, in his “Temple of Fame,"’ refers 
to this bright work in the following lines :— 


** Next these, a youthfyl train their vows

ln the middle ages quilts were works of 
art, richly embroidered with either silks or 
crewels on velvet, satin. silk or linen, the 
latter the most beautiful, but all carefully 
and elaborately finished. In the inventory 
of Lord Lisle’s goods in A.D. 1540 are the 
following items :—‘‘ Item—Two little stools of 
needlework in crewei. Item—Two little stools 
of red cloth, embroidered. Item—Four car- 
pets of red, with blue crewel working.” 

It is a pity that among young people cf 
the present age this beautiful art seems to 
be dying out, except among the peasantry of 
Ulster, where, under the name of “ fower- 
ing,” the women excel in this work, from 
which they derive a lucrative return.

The monthly meeting of the Governors of the 
Dublin Workin Boys’ ome and Harding 
Technical Scheol was held on the 19th inst., at 
the Home, Lord Edward street, Sir bk. G. Swifte, 
K.C., in the chair. There were also present. 
Rev. W..J. McCreery, B.D.; Rev. J. Carson, B. D. 
Rev. Canon H. W. B. Thompson, B.D.; Rev. R. 
Northridge, M.A.; James Wheatley, Esq.; A. G. 
Wolserey, Haq.; Trevor N. Smith, Kaq., F.R.C.S.L. ; 
Thomas Stanford, Esq., J.P., and the Secretary. 

The minutes of last meeting were read and 
signed. The number of boys in residence was 
réported io be 80. 

The Ministry of Local Government 
report on accounts for 1924 was read. 

Cheques iv discharge of accounts, amounting 
to £255 19s. 11d., were passed, and, after trans- 
acting the usual routine business, the meeting was 
resolved into a special meeting of subecri 

The fortgighth annual report, which 
adopted, stated that the 
fully carried on during the year ended Sist 
December, 1924, and the number of boys availing 
themselves of its advantages reached practically 
throughout the year the limit of-ite capacity. 

e boys’ payments to the Homé ont of their 
small earnings amounted to £2,152 7s. 8Ad., as 
against £2,134 145. 10d. in the preceding year, 
and the public contributed £435 as against 
£450 128. 2d. It can be seen from these figures 
that the number of boys making use of the Home 
has not diminished, notwithstanding the greut de- 
pression in trade and business generally, and out- 
side friends have stood by us wholeheartedly. 

All our liabilities have been fully met, and the 
Home has been maintained in a reasonable state 
of efficiency. 

The Home is carried on under a scheme 
sanctioned by the Commissioners of Educational 
Endowments in the year 18688. and al! accounts 
are yearly submitted to an auditor, appointed by 
the Ministry of Local Government, and every 
ot ee of expenditure “ia examined and vouched by 
im. : 

It As aise provided that the Home chonid "a 
annually visited by an inspector appointed by the 
Commissioners af Charittabice Donations ana 
Requests. We have much pleasure ia appending 
the inspector's report for 1924. 

“1 inepected the Home to-day, January 
1925, and found # in its usual good order, 
the careful superintendence of Mr. . Harris. 
Mrs. Harris gives useful assisfance. There are 
81 hoys in the house to-day, and during last year 
they contributed over £8,000 towards their sup- 
port. Painting has heen done in diting-roam., 
The health of the boys has been excellent, which 
speaks well for the care they receive, and the 
clean and sanitary condition of the Home. The 
Governors have carried out their duties according 
to the scheme. ' 

A considerable number of boys attend’ the even- 
ing classes in the Technical Schools. It seems as 
if more of them are beginning fo recognise that 
if they are to advance in their several occupa- 
tions, they must take advantage of educational 
facilities, in addition to the knowledge they 
acquire in their workshops. 

Our best thanks are due to the Governors. of 
Sieevens’ Hospital «and Cork street Fever 
Hespital for the care and treatment of our boys 
from time to time. Our special thanks are also 
due to our very good friend and honorary medical 
adviser, Dr. ichard A. ayes, and our hen. 
dentist, &. N. .Manning, for their valuable 
services cheerfully rendered whenever called upon. 

At the close of the year there were 80 boye 
resident in the Home. Their occupations were

APPEAL AGAINST ASSESSMENT. 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE HANNA.) 

An appeal by Mr. Martin Pitazgeraid against 
assessments to excess profits oy made upon 
him for the accounting periods one year 
each, ended the Wth June, 1916, oa the 20th 
June, 1917, came before the court on a case 
stated by the Commissioners for the Special 
Purposes of the Income Tax Acts.

During tne week commeiic- 
ing the 24th April, lyi6—the week of the 
revellion—the premises were burned out in 
circumstances which precluded the appellant 
from recovering, under any insurance policy, 
or under the Criminal injurtes Acts, the 
value of the property destroyed. Pending the 
restoration of the premises it was not pos- 
sible for the, appellant to carry on his busi- 
neas at 91, 92 and 93 Middle Abbey street, 
and he acquired temporary premises at 
and 95 Thomas street, 
premises for use as temporary stores, For 
the purpose of adapting these temporary pre- 
mises and stores to the purpose of his busi- 
ness the appellant expended £300 in the year 
ended the Sth June, 1916, and £1,456 12s. 
5d. in the year ended the Wth June, 1917. 

For the purpose of this case, the Com- 
missioners stated, it was agreed that an ex- 

nditure of not less than £18,715 would have 
ee necessary in order to re-build and restore 
the old premises to the state required by +“ 
covenants in the lease.

COMPENSATION FOR DAMAGE TO 
LAND. 

The Committee stage of the Shannon Elec- 

ty Bill was resumed. 

Major Bryan Cooper moved an amendment

Major Cooper withdrew his amendment. 

Mr. McGilligan assured Mr. Johnson thet 
in awarding compensation for damage to, or 
lose of fishery “rights, there would bé an 
allocation as between the owner and tenant 
r the time being. 


He said that ten months ago in the State 
Lands Act the principle’ contained in the 
amendment was adopted. Under the section 
the Oireachtas’ was to have no control or 
knowledge whatever of any contracts’ which 
the Minister might make. He earnestly asked 
the Dail to agree with the amendment. 

Mr. Heffernan said that he would tike to 
support the principle of the amendment. He 
held that in Ri" electricity to a rural 
area it would. be advisable to get the people 
to co-operate for its purehase, Any contracts 
made with corporations or companies should 
be to some extent controlled by. the Dail. 

Mr. Johnson said that there should be no 
power given to the Minister, to do what he 
liked with State property. 

Mr. MeGilligan said-that the amendment 
was not revalent to the section, but its 
principle might be embodied with the future 
Shannon No. 2 Bill, or he would consider it 
on the Report stage. 

Major Cooper accepted the promise and 
withdrew the ameudment. 

PROTECTION OF FISHERIES. 

In Section 15, which deals with the pro- 
tection of fisheries, Major Bryan Cooper 
moved an amendment to insért: “and with 
the consent of the Ministef for Fisheries.” 
He said that under the section if the Minister 
for Fisheries said that he wanted certain 
things done the Minister for Industry and 
Commerce might say: *‘Oh, no; I have con- 
sulted you, and the thing is now law.” He 
thought that the Minister for Fisheries should 
not only. be consulted, but convinced. . The 
section as it stood handed the Minister for 
Fisheries. tied over to the Minister for In- 
dustry and Commerce. 

Mr. Kevin O'Higgins arguedhat the word

The Boundary. 


The speech which was made by Mr. 
Kevin O'Higgins at Howth on Monday 
ought to be pondered carefully by every 
thoughtful citizen of the Free State. It 
dealt chiefly with the boundary problem, 
and constitutes, possibly, the most sensible 
contribution to the long controversy that 
has yet been made. According to Mr. 
O'Higgins, the Bouridary Commission will 
not solve the problem of North-East Ulster. 
Its award, which is expected before the 
end of the present year, cannot possibly 
please everybody, and, very probably, will 
please nobody. At best, as Mr. O'Higgins 
said, it will delimit a fairly reasonable 
frontier between Northern Ireland and the 
Free State, but it certainly will not 
remove the frontier altogether. During 
recent years there has been much wild talk 
on both sides of the border. Hot-heads, 
North and South, have succegged in 
clogging every possibl> channel of recon- 
ciliation between the two great sections 
of the Irish people. Years must elapse 
before all the débris of mischievous pro- 
paganda and wanton words can be cleared 
away, and in the meanwhile Ireland has 
he= life to live and her shattered fortunes 
to redeem. Paraphrasing the words of 
Voltaire, Mr. Ernest Blythe : «id recently 
that the people of the Free State must 
t:-- their own field so well that from time 
to time their Northern neighbours would 
cast enviou- glances over the hedge. Mr. 
O’ Higgins asserts that this formula offers 
the only possible solution of the boundary 
problem. Time, Le believes, will do its 
work of healing. 

The new formula is infinitely preferable 
to the barren and fatuous policy of irrita- 
tion which was pursued against Northern 
Ireland and its Government for such a 
long time. It is largely negative, how- 
ever, and something constructive is essen- 
tial. Some definite overtures of friend- 
ship must be made. Since the passing of 
the Government of Ireland Act of 1920 the 
Northern State has been isolated almost 
entirely from the rest of the country. On 
one occasion a Northern Minister visited 
Dublin in connection with some labour dis- 
pute and co-operated successfully with the 
Free State Minister for Industry and 
Commerce; but, apart from this single 
incident and from a few sterile boundary 
conferences in London, there has been no 
direct contact between the two Govern- 
ments. So long as this condition of affairs 
persists there can be little hope of unity 
now or in the future. One State 
will draw closer and closer to Britain, 
while the other will build up native in- 
stitutions and will be tempted to concen- 
trate more and more deeply on local affairs. 
This tendency will be encouraged—indeed, 
it is being encouraged already—by the 
tariffs which the Free State Government 
has raised against Northern Ireland ; and, 
if something is not done to check it in 
time, a definite, mischievous and un- 
desired estrangement may develop between 
the two States. 

The very first step ought to be the 
appointment of a Free State representa- 
tive in Belfast. During recent years 
thousands of pounds have been wasted in 
the dissemination of virulent propaganda 
by the ‘‘ North-East Boundary Bureau,” 
an institution which not only has served 
no useful purpose, but has wrought infinite 
harm. How far more profitably could 
this money have been spent in the upkeep 
of a Free State establishment in the 
Northern capital! We are convinced that 
Irish unity, if it ever comes, will come as 
a result of economic co-operation. Northern 
Ireland and the Free State are each other's 
best customers next to Britain. Their

litors of Dublin and Belfast. Continuous. 
consultation between the two Govern- 
ments would simplify the task of each. 
It would create a spirit of mutual trust 
on both sides of Mr. Blythe’s hedge, and 
thus would offer some prospect of that 
final unity, without which the future of 
our little country will be devoid of hope. 


Universities and. Politics. 


By the death of the Marquis Curzon 
one of the most distinguished offices in 
England—the Chancellorship of Oxford 
University—became vacant. The tenant 
of this office must have played an 
outstanding part in public affairs, 
and the fame oí his services 'to the 
nation must have been equalled by 
the fame of his academic career. When 
Lord Curzon died Viscount Milner, one of 
the most brilliant sons of Balliol, was 
nominated without opposition as the new 
Chancellor; but him, too, death has 
snatched away, and the office once more 
is vacant. The situation which now 
arises is peculiarly interesting. By age- 
long tradition the Chancellorship is a 
political office. Oxford’s product of. learn- 
ing and statesmanship is so rich that 
worthy candidates usually may be found 
in both thé great political parties. As a 
rule, a Conservative is nominated against 
a Liberal; and, as a rule, Convocation— 
largely composed of clerical graduates, 
who are a conservative folk—elects the 
Conservative. The compliment of un- 
opposed nomination was paid to Lord 
Milner because his historic services 
to the State had raised him above 
the noises of party conflict. Now the 
Conservatives are talking of Viscount 
Cave or of the Marquis of Salisbury; the 
Liberal choice seems to be wavering 
between Viscount Grey of Fallodon and 
the Earl of Oxford. In these circum- 
stances the Earl of Birkenhead has 
addressed to The Times a fine appeal for 
the abandonment of the party tradition. 
He pleads for the unopposed election of 
Lord Oxford, who, as he points out, adds 
to a complete academic equipment a 
mastery of classical eloquence that reminds 
us of “ the golden standards of an almost 
vanished past.” Of course, Lord Oxford 
is, or has been, a strong party-man; but 
Lord Birkenhead recalls his “ imperish- 
able service ” to the nation and to the 
Empire when, at a moment of doubt and 
confusion in his party’s counsels, he 
brought a united people into the war. 
“Lord Oxford,’’ the plea concludes, “is 
the greatest living Oxonian. If he were a 
Conservative, he would be elected by 
acclamation. To reject him because he 
is a Liberal is to admit partisan pre- 
judices as narrow as they are discredit- 
able.” It is possible that Lord Birken- 
head is pushing a half-open door; for it 
seems that many Conservatives who might 
not agree that Lord Oxford is the greatest 
living Oxonian are disposed to remove 
considerations of party politics from the 
election to the Chancellorship. The whole 
question was discussed yesterday at a non- 
party meeting at Oxford under the Vice- 
Chancellor’s auspices. Its decision is not 
known and, whatever it may -be, -cannot 
bind the electors; but we think that most 
Englishmen will be glad if the principle 
of pure merit prevails and if future elec- 
tions are made on a strictly non-political 
basis. Indeed—and we have in mind 
some incidents in the history of Trinity 
College, Dublin—universities might benefit 
if party politics could be excluded not 
merely from their academic, but from 
their parliamentary, elections. After all, 
it is their prime function to see life 
steadily and to see it whole. The political: 
arena is cramped, noisy and obscured’ by 
dust. A great university ought to tower 
above it— 

As some tall cliff, that lifts its awful form, 


Swells from the vale and midway leaves the 
storm. 


State Shipping. 


Costly experiments have taught the 
people of Australia and the United States 
that shipping ought to be left to private 
enterprise. Each of these nations 
attempted in recent years to run State 
lines of steamers, and in each case the 
enterprise proved to be uneconomic and all 
but unworkable. The Government of the 
United States. has disposed of -several 
liners, but it is burdened still with a fleet 
of cargo vessels which lie idle in the ports. 
Maintenance of all this tonnage in 
harbour is a steady drain on the national 
funds, and it also involves loss to the 
shipping trade generally by keeping down 
freights. While the ports are filled with 
vessels riding “' light,” every shipping 
firm is in the position of a contractor 
tendering against a host of competitors. 
Mr. Henry Ford—who resembles a nation 
within a nation—has come to the rescue. 
Wishing to possess a fleet of cargo boats of 
his own, with which to send his motor cars 
and aeroplanes direct to the many lands 
to whose people he is giving wheels and 
wings, he has offered to buy two hundred 
of the State vessels. He proposes to keep 
a score of them afloat and to break up 
the rest for scrap steel; and he offers only 
the price proper to craft bought for 
destruction. The American Government 
will be reluctant to cast its fine vessels on 
the scrap-heap after so brief a life of 
service, but it cannot afford to maintain 
them indefinitely in harbour. No large 


merce can be foreseen, and it is likely 
+that America will find it hard or 
years to come to work profitably a much 
smaller tonnage than now floats under her 
flag. The history of commerce to 
show that the American mercantile marine 
will thrive and expand, if at all, only 
through private enterprise. In divesting 
the nation of a burden of State vessels,

| Bird Sanctuaries. 
Yesterday á miemdrial .was unveiled in 
Hyde Park to the late Mr. W. H. 
|. Hudson, whose books on bird life have 
come into a large popularity since his 
death. Around the monument is a bushy 
enclosure, formed to provide a sanctuary 
for birds, in order that even at London’s 
heart the feathered folk shall nest and 
sing once more. In the annual report of 
the Bird Sanctuaries Committee, just 
issued, Mr. Harold Russell enumerates the 
varieties of wild birds which now are to be 
found in Hyde Park and Kensington 
Gardens—the missel-thrush, song-thrush, 
| blackbird, redbreast, hedge sparrow, great 
tit, blue tit, house sparrow, chaffinch, 
starling, jackdaw, mallard, tufted duck, 
ring dove and moorhen. These names are 
symphonies, and happy is London in that 
men of Hudson’s kind have set themselves 
to save the city from the songlessness 
with which it was threatened. In no 
respect has industrial progress wrought 
more cruel havoc than in the loss to 
these countries of their old-time bird 
flocks. The breaking in of the wide land, 
the hewing down of forests, and the rise 
of vast cities have separated men from 
familiarity with birds, and no toiler of 
to-day would be found thinking, as Bottom, 
the weaver, sang, of— 
The ousel cock so black of hue, 
With orange-tawny bill, 
The throstle with his note so true, 
The wren with little quill. 
Fair scenery may be enjoyed, but it is 
the sight and sound of birds that make 
it live in memory. To have seen the 
mallard flighting over the Norfolk salt- 
ings, or to have heard the curlew in the 
spacious glens of Donegal; is to haye come 
close to the very life of wild nature.

TAX ON CLOTHES. 


YIELD OF OVER £500,000. 


_ The Draper's Kecord, dealing with the Free 
State tax on imported wearing apparel, 
says :— 

During 1924 the value of exports from Great 
Britain to Southern Ireland was as follows :— 
Overcoats. £386,845 ; men’s and boys’ woollen 
garments, £725,817; women’s and girls’ cos- 
tumes, £968,166; blouses, etc., £106,220; 
other outer garments, £133,108 ; shirts, collars 
and cuffs, £128,321, corsets, etc, £71,560; 
other undergarments, £282,449; haberdashery 
(soft) and millinery, £34,072; braces, sus- 
penders, etc.. £14,760 ; leather gloves, £62,149; 
other gloves, £26,729; straw hats, £97,128; 
felt hats, £151,747; other hats, £276,899; 
blankets, £€8,933. 

This gives a total value of £3,554,921, and 
a duty of 15 per cent. on this represents 
£533, odd—over half a million. which the 
Free State hopes to collect from the importa- 
tion of the products of British industry during 
the coming year.. Added to this, the boot 
and shoe tax representa about £225,000, the 
major portion of which is collected from 
British-manufactured exports; so that under 
the headings of clothing and boots alone the 
Free State hopes to tax British merchandise 
to the extent of about three-quarters of a 
million pounds. 

It is of interest to note that while the Free 
State is gone such duties on British- 
manufactur s, Great Britain is the best 
customer Southern Ireland has for goods of 
the same kind. In- 1924 the Free State exports 
of garments, boots and shoes, hosiery, 
woollen and textile materials, and other 
appare. to Great Britain were valued at 

.243, and to Northern Ireland at £14,598. 
The total valuo of such exports from the Irish 
Free State to all countries was £431,298, of 
which ees. Scotland, Wales and Ulster 
took £426,841, leaving only the small amount 
of £4,457 for other countries.

Infantry Brigade from 1917 to 1919. He was 
created a C.M.S. and awarded the D.8.0. for 
his services in the war.

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THE MOROCCO 
CAMPAIGN. 


A FORMIDABLE FOE. 


(Bx .D. McM.) q 

In view of the great interest that is being 
taken in the present struggle in i 
Morocco between France ‘and the Riffi 5 
should be useful to examine In some deta 
the position which has now arisen. ' 

In order to understand this 
properly it is necessary to go back ur 
and to touch upon the various events whic 
have “most” directly led up to it. To begin 
with, it must not be forgotten that the Riff 
tribes do not. belong to either the Semitic or 
Hamitic branches of the human race, and, 
therefore, have no relation whatever to the 
Arabs, Berbers, Jews, Egyptians and other 
peoples whom we, speaking generally, call 
Oriental. They ate Caucasian descendants of 
Vandal invaders of the third century, and, 
in spite of a certain inevitable Dpto ss 
with their neighbours, are still remarkably 
pure. In other words, they are much more 
closely allied to the Northern Italians, Ger- 
mans and even to the French themselves than 
they are to the other inhabitants of Northern 
Africa. For instance, fair hair and blue eyes 
are very common among them. This means 
that the French are engaged in a struggle, 
not with a fatalistic Oriental race, but with a 
dour, sturdy people of Northern blood who 
are by no means ion to learn modern methods 
and who, in over a thousand years of constant 
warring, have never yet admitted defeat. 

That the Riffi have retained their Northern 
characteristics so persistently is due in no 
small degree to the fact that, avoiding the 
fertile and enervating plains, they settled in 
the rugged mountains of the North Coast, 
where the climate is bracing, and at the best 
of times the struggle with nature for existence 
is hard and calculated to bring out all that is 
most virile and manly in the inhabitants. 
Above all else, their ruling passion is a fierce 
and passionate sense of freedom and inde- 
pendence, which is dearer to them than life 
itself, Although they are Moslems, they are 
by no. means orthodox in their Observances, 
and sometimes do not hesitate to twist to suit 
their convenience or even to discard any prac- 
tices which do not happen to appeal to them. 
They are, in fact, genuinely religious, with 
the implied proviso that nothing. in their 
religion may interfere with their independence. 
Throughout their history they have main- 
tained that independence, and, though the 
Sultans of Morocco have claimed their sub- 
mission, few have attempted to impose it by 
lose, sé none has succeeded in establishing 
it mm fact.

French Policy.

Since the French established themselves 
firmly in Algeria their eyes have been turned 
to Morocco, a backward and undevelo land 
of untold potential wealth, particularly in 
minerals, and it was not long before they had 
established ‘‘ special interests ” in the country, 
partly by giving their protection to various 
rebellious local chieftains. notably the Sherif 
of Wazzan, a district close to the present 
scene of operations, To Spain, however, the 
Morocean question was both vital and his- 
toric. She dare. not sit still and with 
equanimity see any great Mediterranean 
Power—France least of all—occupy the 
country, particularly the Northern coasts. 

If she did so, her position in case of war 
would be most seriously compromised. To 
Britain also the occupation of Northern 
Morocco is a matter of the greatest import- 
ance; for the fortification of this coast ould, 
under modern conditions, largely nullify the 
strategic position of Gibraltar, and thus 
seriously weaken our position throughout the 
whole Mediterranean, which is still the great 
highroad to India and Australia. From a 
policy of expansion both Germany and Italy 
claimed an interest in Morocco, and thus, in 
seizing the country, France found herself in- 
volved in a maze of international jealousies, 
of which the famous Agadir affair was only 
one incident. ; 

An arrangement was made with Britain by 
which France acknowledged our paramount 
interests in Egypt in exchange for a reason- 
ably free hand in Morocco, while to Spain 
was given an area along the Northern coast 
from the Atlantic to Algeria, which included 
the Riff Mountains. taly obtained a free 
hand to seize Tripoli from the Turks, while 
Germany received a slice of French West 
Africa, which was added to the Cameroons. 


Penetration of Morocco. 


The French, being expert colonists, quickly 
overthrew the effete Sultan, placing a friendly 
brother on his throne, and established them- 
selves firmly in the country. Being wise, 
they extended their power slowly, wherever 
possible making friends instead of enemies in 
the various semi-independent local chieftains. 
The Spaniards did nothing until the French 
power began to approach the frontiers of their 
new territory, when the fear that the French 
might be tempted to cross the frontier and 
occupy the country in default at last forced 
them to act.. In 1912 Spain occupied Tetuan, 
Larache and other coastal towns, but did not 
make a ‘serious attempt to penetrate the 
Riff Mountains until 1920. The fierce fighting 
which followed this advance. resulted, in 1921, 
in the utter destruction of a large and well- 
equipped Spanish army, nearly, the whole of 
its war material being captured by the Riffi, 
as well as some 12,000 prisoners. Since then 
every fresh attempt bt Spain has met with 
disaster and the loss of further great quanti- 
ties of arms and war stores of the latest 
kind. Last winter the Angheras, a large and 
turbulent Moorish tribe, living in the ‘Tangier- 
Tetuan peninsula, joined the Riff, and now 
the Spaniards hold only the coastal towns, 
_ they have protected heavily with field- 
works. 


Friction with the Riffi. 


The practical elimination of Spain has left 
the Riff free to turn their attention to the 
French. When the frontier between the 
French and Spanish zones was drawn up at 
the Algeciras Conference, no representative 
of the Riffi was present, and no attention was 
paid to the areas occupied by the various 
tribes. The line, in fact, was merely geo- 
graphical, Unfortunately, this frontier runs 
so as to include in the French zone a number 
of fertile valleys and a range of foothills 
which are almost entirely peopled by Riffi. 
This question, however, did not become acute 
until early in 1924, when, owing to the 
Spanish failure to occupy their area and to 
the Rifhan proclamation of complete indepen- 
dence, France began to push up her posts 
so as to occupy effectively the whole line of 
the frontier allotted to her. The French 
refused to negotiate with the Riffi upon the 
frontier question, or, indeed, in anv way to 
recognise their authority, and now the tribes- 
men have retaliated by forcibly occupying 
the disputed territory. Although this cam- 
paign may have consequences affecting the 
whole of Northern Africa, the immediate 
i agg is the possession of these few fertile 
valleys.

TO-DAY’S MEETING. 

The Irish Railway Wages Board is the 
final court of appeal on questions relating 
to the wages of railway workers. It was 
set up as part of the machinery of nego- 
tiation rules established last year by joint 
ayreement between representatives of the 
companies and the men. 

Mr. Justice Wylie will preside over to- 
day's meeting of the Board, which also 
will include one member each of the 
Chambers of Commerce of Dublin and 
Belfast, two members of the Irish Trades 
Union Congress, six representatives of the 
railway companies, and six members of 
the railway trades unions. 

Though the findings of the Board are 
not to be regarded as binding upon either 
party to the dispute, it has been found in 
Great Britain, at any rate, where the 
scheme has been longer in operation, that 
the awards are, as a rule, loyally accepted 
by both sides.

VIOLENT STORMS IN 
BRITAIN. 


THREE MEN KILLED BY 
LIGHTNING, 


Oppressive heat, violent thunderstorms, 
deluges of rain, gales and fog marked the 
heat wave in Great Britain yesterday. The 
storm “which visited London on Monday night 
travelled to other parts of Great Britain. 
During the early hours of the day the storms 
were mainly confined to the south. During 
the day they sprea: northwards, storms being 
reported as far north as the South of Scot- 
land. With these were associated some heavy 
falls of rain, the highest being 34 mm. at 
Calshot, Hampshire. At others amounts were 
24mm. at Blackpool, 23 mm. at Tenby, 
22 mm. at Bath, 21 mm. at Southsea, 20 mm. 
at Ilfracombe, and 17 mm. at Orthing. Dur- 
ing a storm at Cranwell yesterday i Final 
15 mm. rain fell. At Calshot the maximum 
rate of fall was 12 mm. in 10 minutes, 

Temperatures were rather lower on the 
whole in England, but there were some high 
maxima in the South-east of England. 

FIRE AND. FLOOD. 

The London Fire Brigade record three calls 
in connection with the storm. A house in 
Peckham was set on fire by lightning and 
suffered slight damage.’ The premises of a 
laundry at Bromley; Kent, were struck. The 
roof was partly wrecked and a large 
number of tiles were fling into gardens 
several yards away. Lightning also struck 
two: large houses at Bromley. At one an 
electric transformer was burnt out, and at the 
other some chimney pots and slates on the 
roof were dislodged. 

Maidenhead College was struck by light- 
ning, and a chimney stack demolished. The 
roof of a house in the same locality was 
struck and stripped. A cloudburst near

KILLED BY LIGHTNING. 

During a violent storm, which broke over 
Lincolnshire yesterday afternoon, Percy 
Sampson, aged 24, of Bourne, who was work- 
ing In an open field with a fork, was struck 
by lightning and instantly killed. Gray 
Denby, of Thorne, near Doncaster, was struck 
and killed while cycling to his work. His 
clothes were stripped off and he Was severely 
burned. Two men cycling with him were un- 


injured. i 

Three houses in High street, Clophill, 
Bedfordshire, were struck by lightning, and 
Edward Sheppard, aged 63, who was filling a 
jug with water, was struck dead. The body 
bore no marks of burning, and death is 
attributed to heart failure caused .by shock, 
The houses were seriously damaged. 

James Buckley was thrown to the ground 
and rendered temporarjly blind by a flash of 
lightning which struck the handlebars of his 
motor cycle at Hull yesterday.

Mr. F. W. Cook Dudley said that, with 
trade struggling, the present was a most in- 
opportune time to bring forward a pensidns 
scheme. Mr. K. Hogben said that they 
had sixpence taken off the income tax and 
eightpence or ninepence bé upon them fo” 
pensions. It was an Irishman 's rise, which 
they did not appreciate. 

Boring a discussion on the silk tax, Mr. 
Martindale, of Epping, speaking as one who 
helped to return Mr. Churchill to Parliament, 
described the Budget as the rottenest thing 
ever produced in Parliament, and added, 
amid cheers and laughter, ‘‘ Winston Churchill 
has gone raving mad. In this industry we 
have a new-born baby, whose throat Winston 
Churchill wants to cut. That is the end of 
the whole thing.” 

A Manchester telegram says that to back 
industrialist protests against the alleged pro- 
tectionist clauses in Mr. Churchill's Budget, 
the Northern townships are focussing upon 
Manchester, where a big Free Trade daemons- 
tration is likely to be arranged.

Coming on the heels of the announce- 
ment that Mr. Ford is contemplating the 
purchase of the entire United States Ship- 
ping Board fleet, and assuming a place 
among the great shipping magnates of the 
world, financial New York was startled 
when the Guardian Detroit Company, en- 
gaged in a general bond business, opened 
its doors yesterday. 

PLAN FOR REVENGE? 

The new firm is a subsidiary of the 
Guardian Trust Company, of Detroit, 
which is dominated by the Ford interests, 
and has Mr. Ford’s son, Edsel, on its 
Board of Directors. On the list of direc- 
tors of the new company is Mr. Ernest 
Kansler, prominent in the councils of the 
Ford Motor Company, of Detroit. 

The announcement has started a wave 
of speculation through financial circles, 
and varied explanations are offered as to 
what this latest move of the Detroit motor 
king may mean. 

Many financiers profess to see in the 
establishment of a branch here the open- 
ing of a campaign, having for its object 
the invasion of the sacred precincts of 
Wall street, and the fulfilment of a long- 
planned scheme for revenge. 

WHEN FORD WAS HARD HIT. 

Tt is recalled ‘that in the industrial de- 
pression in the year following the end of 
the war, Mr. Ford; in company with many 
others, was hard hit and sought financial 
aid here. The aid was fortheoming, it is 
said, only on conditions that Mr. Ford 
deemed too orerous for accsptance. He 
weathered the storm, but ever since then 
there have been stories circulating that 
he cherished a bitter enmity toward the 
financial capital of the country. 

In his present position, as one of 
America’s wealthiest men, and with a 
prestige admittedly enormous, he may 
provide formidable competition to New

GREAT FOREST FIRE. 


30 SQUARE .MILES IN FLAMES 
IN GERMANY. 


BERLIN, Tuesday. 

A great forest fire broke out yesterday in 
Pomerania, and completely destroyed an area 
of woodland ten miles long and nearly three 
miles broad, despite the efforts of the fire 
brigades from the neighbouring towns and 
villages, assisted by troops. 

Fanned by a violent wind, the flames 
devoured everything in their path, and several 
villages, which were at one time in serious 
danger, were hurriedly evacuated by the 
entire population with their cattle.

NEW YORK, Tuesday. 

A disastrots “panic occurred to-day on a 
subway train which came to a sudden halt 
near the Grand Central Railroad Station. 
Flames and smoke from a fire, started by a 
short ¢irctiit, were seen, and filled the pas- 
sengers with panic. 

The train guard vainly tried to quell. the 
disorder, but the frantic passengers, unable 
to open the automatic doors, broke their way 
through the windows of the cars, with the 
result that seventy-five were hurt. Thirty 
injured are in hospital, and in two cases the 
injuries will probably prove fatal.

COLLAPSE OF PROHIBITION 
MEASURES.

WASHINGTON, Tuesday. 

The enforcement of the ' Dry’ law has 
collapsed throughout America, is the opinion 
of the Unit States Senate Committee, 

which has been investigating the subject. 
Senator King, a prominent member of the 
Committee, asserts that the time has arrived 
for a complete readjustment of the enforce- 
ment law machinery, and to transfer it from 
the United States Treasury Department to

JUDGE RULES AGAINST 
ANGLO-SAXON LAW, 


‘A STRONGER PERSON ALITY’ 


The laws of an Anglo-Saxon King, who 
reigned in A.D. 712, were invoked yester- 
day at Yorkshire Assizes in the course of a 
case in which a married woman; Elsie 
Livingstone, of Sheffield, was charged with 
committing perjury at Sheffield Quarter 
Session, when she and her husband were 
witnesses in a case in which her brother- 
in-law was charged with stealing a wallet 
from a gentleman in a tram queue. 

The husband had been convicted of per- 
jury overnight. 

Mr. G. H. B. Streatfield, counsel for the 
defence, pleaded that the woman acted under 
the coercion of her husband. 

Mr. John Neal (prosecuting for the Crown) 
said that the earliest authority on that sub- 
ject he had been able to discover was the 
‘law of King Ina, A.D. 712—that if a husband 
stole anything and his wife was with him 
the husband should pay his portion, but the 
wife should go free, as she was bound to 
obey her superior, $ 

Mr. Justice McCardie—Who is the superior? 

Mr. Neal—The husband. (Laughter.) . 

Counsel added that the law was in Latin 
and had been translated from Anglo-Saxon. 

Mr. Neal said that the doctrine of coercion 
from all the authorities available did not 
apply to perjury. i 

is Lordship ruled that the case must go 
to the jury, his opinion being that the. so- 
called doctrine of coercion had no application 
to the crimé of perjury. 

The woman was found guilty and sentence 
of five months’ imprisonment in the second 
division was passed, the judge taking into 
consideration a récommendation by the jury: 
Otherwise, he said, it would have en 
heavier, as he believed her to be a stronger 
personality than the husband.

SIR ALFRED MOND’S 
. . PROPOSAL. 


The Times, dealing 
roposal to use Unemployment Insurance 
ete to subsidise employment, observes in a 
leading article:—It has been represented by 
a committee representative of the Trades 
Union Congress and the Labour Party as a 
“confession of the failure of the system of 
private enterprise." Sir Alfred Mond said 
in his reply:—‘‘ Private industrial enter- 
prises can hardly be held responsible for a 
wide trade depression due to a world war. 
The Labour Government when in office did 
not even adumbrate wr idea for the improve- 
ment of trade and employment.”’ 

Our own doubts turn on the point to which 
it condescends to be practical—the 
danger of pens Cage the return to normal 
conditions of trade. British industry has been 
abnormally depressed now for nearly five 
years. In approaching any new scheme for 
relieving unemployment, therefore, every 
other consideration must he subordinated 
to the primary one—will the scheme 
accelerate oor will it retard trade 
recovery ? The advocates of the new proposal 
argue with force that contracts are being lost 
in part owing to the burden of taxation 
winch their proposal will enable employers to 
take, and that the employment so given will 
stimulate trade recovery generally by reviv- 
ing demand for the producis of other indus 
tries. The argument is rot decisive, since the 
initial recovery is based, not on a true reduc- 
tion of costs, but on a subsidy. It may ‘ve 
possible to devise administrative safeguards 
which will enable the country to avail itself 
with safety of the obvious advantages of Sir 
Alfred Mond’s proposal, but a Government 
would be taking a very serious task in decidcirg 
on any policy that would delav further the 
essential task of getting production costs down 
to a level at which the post-war world can 
take our output.

OF AMERICA.

HARMLESS JOKES 
EXPLAINED. 


NO JEWS ADMITTED 
IN SOCIETY. 


From Ovs Own CORRESPONDENT, 
LONDON, Tuesday. 

Dean Inge, although disappointed to find 
that everywhere he went in America he 
was referred to as the “ gloomy ’’ Dean, is 
anything but gloomy in his impressions of 
America. Both materially and spiritu- 
ally, he says, the Americans are far in 
advance of this country. 

Along with Mrs, Inge, the Dean arrived 
back at Liverpool to-day in the Cunarder 
Samaria after a three weeks’ lecturing 
tour, 

“ America is far in advance of this 
country and Europe generally in materia! 
things,” said the Dean. “This is 
strikingly shown in their homes, which are 
fitted up with all manner of conyghiences 
and labour-saving devices, which are 
rarely found in this country. They are 
undoubtedly the strongest nation in the 
world. This is not surprising, seeing that 
their country covers an area of three and 
a half million square miles, whereas in 
this country we have not more than 
120,000 square miles. 

‘The United States are really in 
vulnerable. They can devote their 
enormous wealth to improving themselves, 
whergas we have to spend a quarter of our 
income on burglary insurance—in other 
words, on armaments.”’ 

HEARD NO SLANG. 

Dean Inge described American hustle 
as very largely a pose, and when asked if 
he had any fault to find with the Hnglish 
language as spoken in America, he said 
that he never came in contact with 
American slang, adding that the educated 
American spoke very much like ourselves. 

‘I found the religious life in America 
quite healthy. Í heard nothing about 
empty churches, and interest in religious 
questions were strong and growing.’’ 

The Dean smiled when told that he had 
raised a howl of eriticism by his remark 
that the Jews had better build a Holy 
City in New York, with a temple dedicated 
to King Solomon. ‘ Yes, I did say that.” 
said the Dean; “ there was no harm in it 
New York treats the Jews. a great dea! 
worse than we do. Many of them are 
very wealthy men, and occupy’ prominent 
positions in the business life. Socially 
they are not recognised. They are not 
admitted to New York society. That. 1s 
not the case in this country. 

““I do not know any Jews in America, 
but I have many Jewish friends in this 
country and I have the greatest respect 
for them. My reference to the building 
of a temple of Solomon was simply a 
harmless joke, as was my definition of an 
optimist as # man who bought something 
from a Jew, and expected to sell ths 
article again at a profit.” 

HONEST GERMAN OFPICIACS. 

Dean Inge admitted that he had said 
that the Government of Germany under 
the Kaiser was much purer than that of 
England, France or the United States 
and he added: “After all, the German 
officials were not corrupt and did not 
take bribes.’’ 

He also said that he had told them that 
after three weeks of prohibition he would 
be glad to get back to his own cellar. 

‘* I can,” he added, ** express no opinion 
as to whether the prohibition laws are 
rigidly carried out in America, for the 
reason that in university circles in which 
I moved there was no evidence of drink- 


ing.

A backfire of sedition propaganda has 
Been started by Abd El Krim among native 
tribes in Morocco in an endeavour to make 
up for the heavy losses sustained by the 
Riffians in combats with the French. In the 
East, Riff propaganda is intense along the 
front from Branes to Ghesnain, 

On the other hand, the success of the 
Ereydenberg and Colombat detachments in 
recent en ments against the Riffians is 
causing dissatisfaction with Abd El Krim’s 
tactics and ambitions among many tribes- 
men, who-are reasserting their loyalty to 
lrance, 

A hundred and fifty French aviators are on 
constant reconnoitering duty, signalling the 
ambuscades laid out by the Riffians, There 
have been considerable rumours that Abd 
El Krim’s forces possessed a large number of 
aeroplanes, which they would send in the 
air against the French, but thus far these 
rumours have not been substantiated. 

Other widespread rumours have told of a 
profusion of Riff artillery, but there is 
nothing to indicate they have anything but 
the pieces captured from the Spaniards. 
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SITUATION IMPROVING. 
FEZ, Tuesday. 

According to the official communiqué issued 
here, the situation in the West is stationary, 
but shows a tendency to improve, while the 
arrival of reinforcements has restored con- 
fidence among the tribes. General Count de 
Chambrun reports that at Fes-el-Bali the 
population is perfectly calm, and that the 
natives are carrying on their ordinary voca- 
tions. The Djebala appear to be impregsed 
by their recent losses, and are returning to 
their villages. 

Some enemy concentrations are reported at 
Amjot, and there have been considerable 
enemy infiltrations in the neighbourhood of 
Taunat. The enemy have also been rein- 
forced on. the heights. above the Wergha 
river. The column under Colonel Freyden- 
berg took up its position yesterday at Ain 
‘Aicha. 

In the East, the forces which had rallied 
to the French were attacked under cover of 
a fog by rebels from the Bab el Had district, 
but, with the support of the friendlies from 
the Branes district, they repulsed their assail- 
ants. The enemy has been reinforced in the 
Riffane and Hautman regions.—( Reuter.)

AN OLD MAN’S GREETING.

ADELAIDE, CAPE COLONY, Tuesday. 

There was an invigorating nip in the air 
when the Prince arrived at nine o'clock this 
morning at Bedford, a pretty township 
situated at the foot of the Kamga Mountain, 
having a white population of about 1,000.

He 
witnessed ah Jexcelient twenty rounds bout 
between Australian and South African ban- 
tam weights, the latter winning on points. 
Later in the evening the Prince danced for a 
short time. 

The Prince’s final act at Bedford sent two 
hundred white Girl Guides into transports of 
joy. The were first formed in 1923, and 
when the possibility of the Prince’s visit was 
mooted it was decided to keep the presenta- 
tion of the King’s Colours till the Prince 
errived. The dream came true to-day, when 
the Prince formally presented the Colours. 

There were three fifteen-minute halts at 
Adelaide Fort, Beaufort and Alice, the last- 
named being situated at the beginning of the 
great native tract founded in 1846, and named 
aiter the late Princess Alice. | The district 
contains a great native missidn, with 900 
pupils, mostly coloured, who are being 
trained for the teaching profession, technical 
work, and the Church.

PENSIONS. 


LABOUR CRITICISM OF 
"NEW RILL. 


THE SECOND READING 
PASSED. 
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From Our PARLIAMENTARY CORRESPONDENT. 
WESTMINSTER, Tuesday. 

It is probable that the glotious Flower 
Show at Chelsea was more attractive than 
Westminster this afternoon; for,the House of 
Commons was strangely short of the younger 
members. 
The question hour was dull, the main 
feature being the anxiety of Liberals and 
Socialists to pick holes in the silk duty. As 
an indication of the kind of question put, it 
might be mentioned that Miss Wilkinson 
asked whether the Chancellor realised that 
rich women can buy their dresses abroad and 
wear them when they come home, and that 
this would give them an advantage over a 
woman who cannot afford to go abroad. Mr. 
Churchill did not take the trouble to answer 
this suggestion. He could visualise, like most 
members, the rich lady buying an elaborate 
silk dress to wear on the journey from Paris 
to London. The rich lady certainly would 
not want to wear it again. 

PENSIONS. 

The resumed debate on the pensions part 
of the Budget proposals was-not particularly 
inspiring during the earlier part of the even- 
ing. Mr. Wheatley, who had moved an 
amendment to the Pensions Bill on the ground 
that it was inadequate and ought to have 
been placed on a non-contributory basis, was 
regia to this evening by the Minister for 
War, who declared that, so far from the pro- 
posals proving the failure of the capitalist 
system, the exact contrary was the. case. 
Under no Socialist system, he said, could such 
sums as those now available have been ap- 
plied to social services. He commented on 
the somewhat curious fact that Mr. Wheatley 
had never seen Mr. Snowden’s scheme drawn 
up, when he was Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
for giving double benefits to women and 
children. Was this, he. naively inquired, 
another rabbit, similar to the Labour Govern- 
ment’s cure for unemployment’ The con- 
tributory system was really the key to the 
solution of how to get rid of the penalty on 
thrift in connection with old age pensions. 
It was easy to urge additional benefits, but 
It. was no good killing the bill by kindness. 

Sir Alfred.  Mond, who followed, was by no 
means up to his usual form.” His attack on 
the Government seemed to be ‘half-hearted, 
and did little to arouse the enthusiasm of his 
Liberal colleagues. He objected to the scheme 
as finahcially unsound at the present time. 
He was inclined to wonder whether the Con- 
servative Government was not living on Mars 
and quite detached from the mundane affairs 
and the economic conditions of our own 
planet. It was the greatest possible mistake 
to place additional burdens on _ industries 
which were waning rather than waxing. 

Mr. Arthur Greenwood, the Labour member 
for Nelson and Colne, cited the bill as an 
example of the Chancellor's gúáint idea of 
broadening the basis of taxation by transfer- 
ring the burdens from the well4o-do to the 
poorer classes; but Mr. Blundell, from the 
other side of the House, supported the 
measure ‘as one which, in the truest sense, 
was calculated to foster the spirit of self- 
help. No one pretended that «the benefits 
would entirely support widows and orphans. 

HEART AND HEAD. 

Lady Astor brightened things up consider- 
ably, and was quite pleased that her remarks 
drew an almost continual stream of inter- 
ruptions from the Labour benches. She began 
by asserting that Mr. Snowden's scheme 
which he would have produced had he been 
in power, was on a contributory basis. 
“How do you know! He world have been 
chucked out,” ‘ejaculated Labour  back- 
benchers. 
Lady Astor retorted that she was dealing 
with the front Labour bench and not with 
the rank and file, and she added that; some 
theories were very beautiful until they came 
to be put into practice. She disclaimed ever 
Raving taunted the Labour Party with not 
having brought in a pensions scheme, but she 
persisted that they were absolutely dishonest 
when they said that their own scheme was 
not a contributory one. Personally, she. was 
a firm believer in a contributory scheme. No 
body benefited by what was got for nothing. 
Mr. David Kirkwood advised Lady Astor 
to go and sell all. her possessions and give 
the proceeds to the poor. ‘‘Takethe beam out 
of your own eye,’’ rejoined Lady Astor, but 
she declined to be further drawn into a 
Biblical controversy. There seemed to be a 
sad lack of Christian charity on the part of 
Labour members opposite. Why did they not 
think the best of everybody and give people 
the benefit of the doubt’ 

. Lansbury—Give us the benefit of it. 

; I never doubted your heart,” replied 
Lady Astor, ‘it is only your head’’—an 
observation that convulsed the House. 

A NOTE OF DOUBT. 

The surprise of the evening was Sir Robert 
Horne, who, whilst supporting the general 
principles of the bill, was extremely pessi- 
mistic in regard to its effect on the fortunes 
of industry, It was with considerable signifi- 
eance that Sir Robert indicated, as he felt 
bound to do, any divergence of opinion on 
the subject under discussion among accupants 
of the Conservative benches. But he said 
that he would be lacking in courage and 
would neglect his duty towards the House 
sand his constituents did he not express his 
forebodings in regard to the bill 

The scourge of the country at the present 
moment was unemployment, and this measure, 
in his opinion, would certainly not tend to 
encourage employment and industry. The 
industries of the country were suffering from 
foreign competition, and in these circum- 
stances it required some temerity and great 
audacity to consider the imposition of still 
greater burdens. On the employers’ side it 
meant a burden of ten millions a year, and 
had such a proposition been put forward in 
cold blood it would have been scouted. How- 
ever much he welcomed the principle of the 
bill, this was not the time to put such a 
measure into operation. If, he concluded, the 
Government are going to put the scheme into 
operation in January next. it is their bounden 
duty to see that there is some comparable 
modification of the burden which industry 1s 
compelled to bear. Do not break the hearts 
of those who are struggling gallantly to save 
their businesses. 

Mr. J. H. Thomas, in opposing the Bill, 
was Vigorous, as usual, but not particularly 
effective, and he left many openings for Sir 
Douglas Hogg, who wound up the debate. 
Sir Douglas paid Mr. Thomas the compliment 
of saying that he was never dull; but he 
rather spoilt it by adding that he was not 
alwavs accurate. One point in the Attorney- 
General's speech which was loudly cheered 
by Ministerialists, had reference to Mr. 
Snowden’s non-participation in the debate. 
This, said Sir Douglas, was the more remark- 
able and significant, seeing that he had been 
challenged to state whether his scheme for 
dealing with this question was on a contribu- 
tory basis or not. That challenge had not 
been taken up, and they wee entitled to 
draw their own conclusions. 

The division was taken, with the result that 
the second reading of the bill was carried by 
401 votes to 125. 

The Committee stage will be taken on the 
floor of the House.

THE IRISH LAND TRUST. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin,—A paragraph appearing in your issue 
of to-day concerning the appointment of Mr. 
G. H. Duckworth, C.B., as Chairman of the 
Irish Land Trust is symewhat misleading. 
After the passing of the Act of 1919, its 
operations were in the hands of the late Local 
Government Board of Ireland, and its activi- 
ties spread all over Ireland. The Local 
Government Board arranged for the building 
of about 2,000 cottages, with. plots, all of 
which are now finished and occupied or in 
course of erection. 3 

This was all that the Board was allowed 
to do before its abolition, when its powers 
and duties were handed over to the Irish 
Land Trust, Since the Trust (which is con- 
trolled from London) came into being it has 
done nothing at all with regard to building, 
nor does there appear to be any likelihood 
of anything been done in the future. The 
amount of money at the disposal of the 
Trust is about ene and a quarter millions— 
not three and a quarter millions, as stated.—

NORTHERN IRELAND BILL 
PROPOSED. EXTENSION 
FOR FIVE YEARS,

The prineipal business before the Northern 
House of Commons to-day was the considera- 
tion in Committee of amendments to the Rent 
and Mortgage Interest (Restriction) Bill, 
which proposes to extend rent restriction for 
five years. 

There were thirty-four amendments on the 

per in the names of Messrs. Grant, Devlin, 
Kyle, McMullan, Beattie, and Gyle. Only 
sixteen of them were disposed of before the 
Committee stage was adjourned under Stand: 
ing Orders at 6.50 p.m. , : 

All -the proposed amendments were. do: 
feated. i 
. William Grant moved the first amend- 
ment, the: effect of which was that control 
should be continued on all houses until there 
were sufficient houses for the people, and 
that: control »should be: removed: from al! 
classes of houses at the same time. . 

Mr. S. Kyle (Labour) seconded the amend- 
ment. He said that the Act was devised in 
the interests of the landlords, and unless tae 
working-people got the protection of that Pur. 
liament they were going to be placed in dire 
straits fot houses. 

STEP BY STEP TO DECONTROL. 

Sir James Craig said that the bill had been 
drafted with the greatest possible care 'y 
the Government with a view to meeting the 
various classes of houses, which up to the 
present had been controlled. With regard 
to the suggestion that this was a landlord’s 
measure, in wished that the member who 
made that.observation had been present at 
some of the meetings with the landlord re- 
presentatives. The truth of the matter was 
that it was hardly possible to touch . this 
puzzling problem without having criticisms, 
either from landlords or tenants, and the 
Government had endeavoured to hold the 
scales as fairly as possible between . the 
various interests affected. They were-going, 
step by step, into decontrol of houses, and 
they hoped that there would be sufficient 
houses to meet all requirements. 
The Act would stabilise the position for a 
period of five years. In a few days a measure 
would be introduced to facilitate the building 
of more houses. 

Mr. Black, the new member for South Bel- 
fast, opposed the amendment. He said that 
the decision whether or not there were suffi- 
cient houses at a certain date should not 
be left to the judiciary, but should be. de- 
termined by Parliament. 

Mr. Gyle and Mr. Thomas Henderson 
ridiculed the idea that the Rent Act pre- 
vented ‘people from building houses and” get 
ting whatever rent they could for them. 

The amendment was defeated. 

On another amendment, Mr. McMullan 
(Labour) said that there was nothing in the 
present situation in the city to induce a 
large number of people to invest their money 
in building houses, simply because the 
Government were allowing those who 
supplied raw material to charge any prices 
they liked. He pointed out that recently 
the price of bricks had been increased by 
ten shillings by Belfast brick-makers, amd no 
one had said anything. 

PROPOSED EXTENSION OF CONTROL. 

Mr. James Beattie proposed as an amend- 
ment that control should be extended for a 
further ten years—viz., to 1940. 

Sir Dawson Bates, on behalf of the Govern- 
ment, refused to accept the amendment. He 
was optimistic enough to believe that there 
would be sufficient houses in five years hence. 
Not so long ago there was a superfluity 
of houses in Belfast, and eight thousand of 
them were lying idle. They were going 
further than the British Act, which extended 
control only to 1927, whereas under this bill 
there would be control till 1930. 

Mr. McMnuillan thought that the Home 
Secretary ought to give some facts for his 
assumption that there would be sufficient 
houses in five years. 

The Minister of Labour again pointed out 
that the Government intended to introduce 
a new measure at an early date, which they 
believed would expedite still further the in- 
crease in building. 

The amendment was rejected 

Mr.. James Gyle, Independent Unionist, 
moved an amendment to the clause, which per- 
mits a landlord to get possession of all houses 
of £8 valuation and over when they become 
vacant. His amendment proposed to raise the 
valuation to £21 and over. He thought that 
landlords should not be entitled to charge any 
rent that they wished for a house when it fell 
vacant. There were almost five hundred 
houses of a rateable value of £8 and upwards 
in Belfast which the landlords tried to sell. 

Sir Dawson Bates said that 65 per cent. of 
the houses in Belfast were £8 valuation and 
under. There were only 45 houses vacant in, 
Belfast. 

The amendment was defeated by 22 votes 
to 5. 

REPAIRS. 
Under the new bill the allowance for repairs 
is reduced from 25 to 15 per cent., but Mr. 
James Beattie proposed that it should be 
further reduced to 5 per cent, 

Mr Thomas Henderson, as a member of the 
Belfast Corporation Public Health Committee, 
said that landlords never did repairs unless 
they were compelled by the Public Health 
authority. The Home Minister had made 
every estate agent in Balfast a magistrate— 
(laughter)—and when the cases came before 
the court upon sanitary notices the Jandlords 
were fined half-u-crown. He knew one case 
where a tenant had to fix an umbrella over his 
bed to keep off the rain, which came througb 
the defective roof. 

The amendment was rejected by 22 votes 


The debate was adjourned. 

A BANK HOLIDAY, 

Sir Dawson Bates, replying to a question 
by Sir Robert Lynn, said that it was the in- 
tention of the Government to. make the 12th 
of July a Bank holiday in Northern Ireland. 

ESTATE DUTY BILL. 

The Minister of Finance moved the second 
reading of the Finance (Estate Duty) Bill. 
He explained that it was usual to introduce 
the Finarce Bill in Northern Ireland in the 
autumn, but it was necessary to bring for- 
vard the present bill to make operative the 
changes in the estate duty made in the Im- 
perial Parliament. Estate duty was fixed 
at 1 per cent. for estates of £100 and not ex- 
ceeding £500, and it gradually increased until 
40 per cent. was payable upon estates of two 
millions sterling and over. No changes in 
the duty were proposed on estate of £12.000 
or under, or on large estates of one million 

unds or over. There were not many of the

PRISONER'S JEWELLERY. 


DUBLIN TRADER’S CLAIM 
UPHELD. 

Mr. Abraham Bernstein, of the firm of 
Benson and Co., jewellers, of Mary street, 
Dublin, summoned..the Commissioner of 
Police at Bow street Police Court, London, 
yesterday, before Mr. Graham Campbell to 
show cause why he should not deliver up to 
him three diamond rings, a diamond brooch 
and twelve watches, worth about £127.

RECOMMENDED FOR | 
THE FREE STATE. 
The establishment of a Statistical Bureau 


beeh submitted to the Free State Minister 
for Indust:y and Gommerce’ b> Professor 
C.. F. Bastable, Professor John Busteed 
ax.' Mr. . ohn Hooper, who wer» appointed 
as a committee Jast November to advise 
the Minister : 

fl). As to the subjects on which 
statistical information should be pré- 
pared and published, so as to present an 
accurate and coherent review of the 
economic conditions in Saorstat EHireann,; 

(2). The details of each such subject 
that should be included in this statistical 
review; and 

(5) ‘The interval, if variable, at which 
statistical information on different sub- 
jeets should be published. 

The Committee has confined its recom- 
mendations. to ‘‘ those mote urgent statistics 
that directly measure economic conditions. '' 
They may be summarised as follows :— 

B . 

The present official lists of occupations and 
of trades and itidustries are @t suitable to 
Saorstat Eireann, ‘They should be re- 
modelled, and all other occupational and in- 
dustrial statistics should dovetail into the re- 
vised list. . The data necessary for. the. re- 
visioh are available in the unemployment in- 
surance records. When the statistics have 
been vompiled detailed returns of wages 
should be obtained in the various trades and 
industries. As much information as possible 
should be obtained from trades unions re- 
garding unemployment. 

The present statistics relating to unemploy- 
ment represent the number attending Labour 
Exchanges, and whose insurance books are 
lodged with the exchange. . Variations in 
these numbers depend far more on the benefit 
position than on actual unemployment, and 
on account of the false interpretations to- 
which the present figures are liable, the Com- 
mittee recommend that they should not be 
published. 

PRODUCTION. 

Although the industrial production in the 
Saorstat 1s comparatively small, it will be a 
difficult matter to get a comprehensive and 
accurate first census of production. Monthly 
statistics of quantities produced are available ' 
in respect of breweries, distilleries, match 
factories, and bacon-curing establishments. 
This list, the Committee recommend, should 
be extended as sdon as possible to the prin- 
cipal industries, and to all the protected in- 
dustries, thereby giving material for a 
monthly index of industrial production. in 
the Saorstat. A high degree of accuracy and 
completeness will be necessary. 

Returns ‘should immediately be obtained of 
output of mines and quarries annually. <A 
census of output of sea and inland fisheries 
should be obtained. 

TRADE. 

Of the consignments received by the 
Saorstat a considerable proportion came from 
countries other than the United Kingdom, and 
the Committee hold that, so. far as possible, 
imports should be traced back to the countries 
of origin. 

Under the headings of shipping, prites, 
finance, population, and foreign statistics, the 
Committee point out the importance of the 
necessary investigations, and observe that it 
is very desirable that we should have clearer 
ideas as to net profit from foreign invest- 
ments, import agents’ commissjons, visitors’ 
expenditure, and emigrants’ remittances. 
Banking statistics should be obtained in more 
detail, and more frequently, and if the turn 
over were published i; would give a valuable 
index of commercial activity. Total letters of 
credit, cashed and issued, would give a useful 
idelight on visitors’ expenditure. 

The documents registered in the Registry 
of Titles would form the basis of valuable 
statistics as to the rate at which land is being 
mortgaged and released throughout the 
country. 

The statistics of emigration and immigra- 
tion, the Committee point out, are in a very 
unsatisfactory position, and should ie 
properly developed as soon as the necessary | 
legal authority is obtained. 

CENSUS. 

A census of population is long overdue, and 
the Committee recommend that a complete 
census be taken in 1926, if possible, and a 
committee immediately set up to make the 
preliminary investigations. It might be 
found. expedient to leave the next census to 
the Registrar-General and his staff from their 
actual and inherited experience. 

The Committee strongly urge the formation 
of a good statistical hbrary in the Statistical 
Office, which. should be called the ‘‘ Bureau 
o: Statisties,”’ Be: 

The questions of organisation and staffing 
were dealt with, and centralisation in one 
office. is recommended, also the question of 
the relations between the statisti¢al and other 
Government offices. The Denartanent in which 
the Statistic. 1 Buréau contd function best is, 
in the opinion of the Committee, the De- 
partment of Industry and Commerce, 

The Committee recommend that the monthly 
trade returns he replaced by a. mimeographed 
statement, containing summarised résults, to 
be issted to the Press and other interested 
persons. They also recommend that a General 
Statistics Bill be immediately introduced, 
giving the Executive Council powers to obtain 
whatever statistics they consider desirable.

IMPRESSIONS OF GIANT 

ICEBERGS. “4 

WHALING IN THE FAR 
! SOUTH. 


We have rectived the following articles 
from Mr. Conor O’Brien, written from the 
Falkland. Islands, since which time Mr. 
O’Brien has sailed for Pernambuco, and has 
left there for Dublin. 

ICE AND WHALES. 
HE powers that rule the Falkland 

I Islands and three million square miles 

of Southern lJands—all that part of 
Antarctica as far as the Pole—decreed that I 
should not leave the district before maine 
something of the more extensive part o 
their Government. Behold me, therefore, 
‘again a passenger; travelling 200 miles a day 
in the wrong direction—me, who had nwa | 
déclared that Cape Horn was too far Sotth 
for any sensible man. But as we progressed; 
as the sun rose earlier, shone brighter, and 
set later; as the wind dropped and did not 
rise any more; as deck chairs were produced 
and passengers camped out ón the upper 
bridge: I began to think that I had fallen 
into. dirty weather off the Fuégian coast by 
keeping too far North. I will not swear that 
it is always fine south of the 62nd parallel, 
but I do aksert that it is usually fine in the 
summer. i 

The rest of the year does not matter; you 
cannot get there on account of ice. Ice was 
what we came out to see, but we wanted » 
combination of ice and fine weather; in other 
words, ice very far South. Seen under these 
conditions, it is. very well worth seeing, 
even the poor weathered fragments wit 
which we first. fell in; mere nothings to the 
huge islands that we passed later, but seen 
in the open sea, the biggest things present, 
and therefore more impressive than those 
bergs that tried to compete in magnificence 
with mountain peaks fifty times their height. 

I do not know how people can explain the 
many Southern vigras as icebergs mistaken 
for rocky islands. An iceberg is too fantastic 
a thing to be anything except what it is. 
Anybody designing an island would set its 
summit in a little way from the shore, and 
make it. slope down on every side® ‘The ice- 
berg rejoices in hanging its summits (for it 
generally indulges in more than one) out 
beyond its edge: it is roughly the shape cf a 
water lily, without so many petals. True, 8 
rock can do this, but no snow can cling to 
the overhanging faces, which are therefore 
black. 

An old weather-beaten iceberg attains the 
queerest forms. When ‘first born it is merely 
a table with a white cloth on it; a gradually 
deepening hollow in the middlic, and erosion 
by the sea along its base gives it the water 
lily shape; then it becomes freakish. Half 
the petals may drop off, it will alter its 
trim, and raise into view a flat submerged 
spur; it may split in two, capsize, and ex- 
pose water-worn bulbosities; it may melt 

uicker in the air, and rise; or quicker 19 
the sea, and sink, It shows a dozen different 
planes. of flotation, the scars of a score of 
cleavages. It can only be inadequately de- 
soribéd in black: and white; on its face its 
history. is written in colour. 

Not ony the blue of its caves, the natural 
blue of the material, the green of those 
channels by which one can often take a boat 
between its gleaming spires, but all colours, 
where minute prisms turn the sunlight into 
a frozen rainbow. Add those which it 
borrows from the sea that swirls across its 
shallows, and breaks enormously on the -ice- 
foot, the lights, reflected many times over, 
of sky and water; and then you fail to realise 
a thing that must be seen to be believed, and 
even when seen can hardly be believed to 
have a material existence. 

SMITH ISLAND. 

There is a thing even less material than an 
iceberg. Cartographers assign to it a geo- 

vaphical position and the name of Smith 
island, but it is really a pile of white clouds 
seven thousand feet high. It dominates 
everything for sixty miles round. I think it 
shifts about. to feast-the eye. of the traveller 
when least expected ; it is*more insistant than 
the lofty mountains that border the Belgica 
Straits. i . 

This is a country of big mountains, Graham 
Land and the adjacent islands. When you 
can see nine thousand feet of it rising from 
the sea, a mountain as nearly us big as any- 
thing in the Alps, it implies also mine thou- 
‘sand feet of snow-slopes, glaciers and ice- 
falls, ending in a sea-cliff two hundre feet 
high, continuous except where rarely a rocky 
spur rises high and sharp enough to part the 
white streams. There is not a sign of mor- 
aine on these; no stone sullies. their .purity. 
The mazy ice-fall, the tumbled sérac and the 
final wall are equally spotless. All this is by 
no means a dull. monotony of “white; the 
dense atmosphere at sea-level is kinder to the 
hills than the too thin air of the Swiss snow- 
level. Even under midday sun there Is a 
warmth and tenderness in their colouring ; nor 
does the blue of the sea contrast so harshly as 
the blue of an Alpine sky. : 

I have written down the mountain as nine 
thousand feet, because the chart says so, anc 
the ice-cliffs as two hundred, because I have 
seen big steamers lying under them; but 
the whole scenery is .so strange that 
one Jacks anything to give scale. Generally 
1 under-estimated all heights and distances 
by half, but 1 only judged them from a 

ressel’s deck. 
eh the day I should have walked over 
those glaciers and got to closer quarters with 
those mountains was a day of calamity. We 
were lying, in company with a large whale- 
factory ship, in a tiny harbour of which I 
had several times dreamed, and which I had 
cited as proof of how impossibly fantastic 
dream-places are. But there it was, In Anvers 
Island; just the same, except that an iceberg 
had come in after the factory-ship and was 
doing its best to imprison her for the year 1n 
a creek from which there was (for a 10,000-ton 
vessel) no other exit. Two of her satellites, 
the catchers that chase and kill the whales, 
were detailed as a push-party to repel it. By 
their efforts, and with the help of the tide, the 
berg was moving, and moving 1m our direction ; 
and. as it was anything over three hundred 
times our weight, we were under short notice 
for steam. This is, I fear, an irremediable 
fault of these beautiful Southern anchorages. 
We weighed, and proceeded to Port Foster, a 
place which no iceberg drawing more than 
seventy feet can enter. 

This, the capital of the South Shetlands, 
situated in Deception Island, is as ugly as the 
the rest of the South is beautiful; and its 
climate is as abominable as that elsewhere is 
delightful. It is the breached crater of a 
none too dead volcano, surrounded by heaps 
of black ashes, through which rise boiling 
springs and hot sulphurous gases sufficient to 
demoralise the weather for miles around. 
Under gloomy clouds and amid freezing 
squalls we steamed through a narrow cleft 
inté a harbour of some ten square miles area. 


WHALE HUNTING. 

I call the harbour of Port Foster the re ge 
of the South Shetlands because most of its 
inhabitants, including the chief magistrate, 
live afloat. There were five factory ships 
moored there, and one shore station, equiva- 
lent to about two of the ships. These contain 
great batteries of boilers that can hold five 
or six whales at once—and nearly all the 
whale goes into the pot. Fortunately not 
quite all; the most delicious fillet steaks I 
have tasted since I left Dublin found their 
way to the dinner table. The factories seldom 
shift their moorings; they require a good 
harbour, with a good water supply—the latter 
a difficult thing to find in a country where 
the air temperature seldom rises above 
freezing-point; their catchers, three to each 
factory, scatter abroad and bring in the 
whales. 

I did not waste much time looking at the 
scenery of Deception. It is extremely in- 
teresting to a geologist, but as a spectacle too 
depressing, to stand. I got, as soon as might 
be, on board a-convenient catcher, and out 
from under the mushroom of cloud that always 
grows out of the island, The catcher is 
very fast and handy little craft of about 1 
tons. She is perfectly equipped in gear an

‘lwo whales were all that we brought in; 
the second was ao damaged oy a -partly- 
drawn harpoon that the air leaked out and we 
were afraid to cast her adrift. As perforce 
we went home ‘after only half a day at sea, 
we passed another catcher bringing in five. 
Some ten thousand whales are killed in these 
waters, annually, and. still they come. 
Whaling .is, alas! now only a trade, a very 
big trade, and no longer a sport. One cannot 
but admire the way in which the gunner 
mang@uvres his compennvely, - Syaieldy shi 
into position, but once the harpoon is fire 
there is nothing to admire except the triumph 
of perfection in gear and organisation, 

t o not want to go whaling again. If I re- 
visit the Far South it. will be to climb those 
mountains and explore those glaciers, the 
like. of which, I am convinced, cannot.bé seen 
elsewhere.
